COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 


In accordance with the Public Statutes of the State of New 
Hampshire, the Commissioners of Sullivan County submit their 
Annual Report for the year ending December 31, 1931, together 
with the reports of the Superintendent of the County Home and 
House of Correction, Treasurer, Clerk of the Superior Court, 
Sheriff, Solicitor, Chaplain, Physician, and Auditors, for the fiscal 
year ending December 31, 19381. 

By vote of the Convention on December 12, 1931, the name of 
Sullivan County Farm was changed to Sullivan County Home. 

The Sullivan County Home still remains under the very 
efficient supervision of Mr. and Mrs. L. M. Grout as Superintendent 
and Matron. Their duties have been more numerous and varied 
than formerly owing to the moving and arrangement of affairs 
in their new home which they have performed to perfection. 

May 6, 1931 the new Building was dedicated with appropriate 
ceremonies. It was a beautiful day and the attendance was large. 
We extend an invitation to the taxpayers of the County and all 


people interested in the welfare of the County to visit this new 


Home so that they may become better acquainted with what has 
been done. The new hospital is well equipped with modern equip- 
ment and is in charge of a registered nurse. The County should 
feel proud of this addition to the new Home because it will not 
only add to the kind treatment and care of all patients concerned 
but it will mean a financial saving to the County in years to 
come. The new Jail with its equipment can now adequately take 
care of all prisoners and thus eliminate the enormous’ expense 
of conveying them to and from other Counties as well as their 
board while confined outside of the County. 

The new road now being constructed from the Claremont 
town line to the Sullivan County Home was nearly completed last 
fall and will be a great accommodation and improvement for the 
benefit of the public as well as the lessening of expense to the 
Sullivan County Home. 

The Farm is in a high state of cultivation and the crops as a 
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whole have been very good. The stock of some ninety head of 
pure bred Holsteins are constantly improving year by year and in 
the near future it seems as though by introducing high bred sires 
continually the County will soon be getting the highest prices 
possible for all products. 

The Old Alms House building has been removed. A corner of 
the old building on the side of the Superintendent’s House was 
reserved and on the lower floor there is a sewing room and a store 
room for supplies kept in stock and a private office. On the 
second floor there is a sun porch, making one of the most attrac- 
tive rooms in the whole building and the whole affair adding to 
the outside and general appearance of the premises. 

The former House of Correction which was moved to a new 
place has been thoroughly remodeled so as to take care of any 
emergency cases which may occur. 

The general health of the inmates has been very good. There 
have been several hospital cases and most of them have made a 
remarkable recovery which goes to show that we are getting good 
results from our latest arrangements for the care of the sick. 

The Commissioners have had a busy year and have tried hard 
to do their various duties to the best of their ability. The adding 
of the Old Age Assistance necessitates a great amount of axtra 
work. We have tried to use our best judgment in these cases. A 
new system of handling the pauper accounts in the County has 
been installed by the Commissioners following the recommenda- 
tions of the Investigating Committee appointed to investigate 
County affairs in general. While this entails more work, we have 
faith to believe that as time goes on it will bring good, results as 
each case is thoroughly investigated and an allotment made for 
the needs of the pauper a month in advance.. This necessitates a 
settlement each month with the towns of Claremont and Newport. 
Accordingly this report shows payments for Poor for fifteen 
months instead of twelve months as heretofore in the Towns of 
Claremont and Newport. Everyone knows that the unemployment 
situation at present is the worst it has ever been but people have to 
live like human beings. The cost of necessities is somewhat lower 
but the number to be cared for is much greater than ever before. 
Everyone in all the towns is trying to lessen these expenses but 
it is a hard problem. The report of the Investigating Committee 
which appears in another part of this book will explain many 
things they have accomplished. Their labors we are sure will 
bring good results. They have surely worked hard. We wish to 
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thank all of the various relief organizations in the County for their 
assistance in connection with the difficulties of the present time. 

To Mr. and Mrs. Grout, we express our sincere appreciation 
of their efficient management of the Sullivan County Home and 
their kindness to all those connected therewith. We also wish to 
express our appreciation to all those who are in any way connected 
with the several departments of the Sullivan County Home for 
the faithful performance of their duties.

PRELIMINARY REPORT OF SPECIAL COMMITTEE TO 
MAKE GENERAL SURVEY 


On May 5, 1931, we held a meeting of the Sullivan County 
delegates in Room 100 at the State House in Concord. We had a 
discussion of County affairs in general. The outcome of this meet- 
ing was that we thought a general study and survey of County 
affairs might result in instituting certain economies. 

Youl authorized the chairman to appoint a committee of five 
and to include the Chairman as a member of the committee. Mr. 
Whitcomb appointed Leo L. Osborne of Sunapee; Jesse R. Rowell 
of Newport; M. F. Colby, W. F. Whitcomb, and George C. Warner 
of Claremont to make up this committee. 

On May 20, 1931, the Committee held its first meeting in Clare- 
mont. Mr. Osborne was elected chairman, and Mr. Warner, clerk. 
The clerk was instructed to confer with a certified public accountant 
to audit the accounts of the County in general. 

We have held about fifteen committee meetings and quite a 
good many sub-committee meetings. 

On July 13, 1931, the clerk went to Manchester to interview 
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Mr. Clarence I. Drayton, a certified public accountant. On his 
return, we had a meeting of the committee, and the clerk was 
instructed to engage the services of Mr. Drayton to audit the 
accounts of the County. He commenced work at once. 

We wish to say right here, the Committee desire to thank Mr. 
Drayton for his cooperation and excellent work in making this very 
complete report. 

We received on August 22, 1931, Mr. Drayton’s report recom- 
mending various changes in the operation of the Commissioners’ 
office, which we will explain in detail. There are also suggestions 
in the report recommending further investigation by your commit- 
tee. Due to the changes that have taken place in the office of the 
County Solicitor, we have been unable to carry out these investiga- 
tions properly. The report, and final report of your committee will 
be made at a later date. 

We at once went over Mr. Drayton’s report with the County 
Commissioners and suggested they adopt the recommendations 
made in this report. 

On Sept. 3, 1981 we had Mr. Drayton come to Newport and 
see about installing the necessary system to keep closer super- 
vision of County expenditures. 

The system was put in operation Oct. 5, 1931. 

The Commissioners had all the Overseers of the Poor of the 
various towns and Mr. Drayton at their office in Newport on 
Oct. 5, 1931. Mr. Drayton explained to them the new system, 
and each Overseer was supplied with blanks and orders to enable 
the system to be put in effect in each Town. 

We will not go into the details of the’ new system, but we 
think it is very simple and effective. We will explain the system 
later. 

We suggested to the Commissioners they engage a Clerk to 
look after’ the clerical work. in the office. This has been done. 

We suggested to the Commissioners that each Commissioner 
have a certain Town, or Towns, to look after. This has been done. 

We are very glad to advise you that most all of the recom- 
mendations to Commissioners in the report have been adopted, 
and we wish to thank them mest highly for their splendid 
assistance. 

We wish to advise you that the only expense connected with 
the survey was the expense of the Auditors. The expense of in- 
stalling the new system and forms was met by the Commissioners. 

We would recommend that the Sullivan County Delegates at 
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the next session of the General Court see that a bill is introduced 
to have the Overseers of the Poor who are handling large sums 
of money be bonded. 

We would recommend that the Overseers of the Poor be 
appointed by the Selectmen of the Town, and necessary laws be 
made so they will be governed by the Selectmen. 

We would recommend that the next session of the General 
Court consider a bill to put the Commissioners on a salary and to 
give them an allowance for expenses. 

All the Counties in the State have the Commissioners on a 
salary except Carroll, Coos and Sullivan. 

We wish every member of the County delegation, and as 
many of the tax payers as possible, would see that the reeommenda- 
tions made in the Auditor’s report are carried out. If we do not 
take an interest in these improvements, they will in time cease to 
operate.

FINAL REPORT OF SPECIAL COMMITTEE TO MAKE 
GENERAL SURVEY 


It was the committee’s understanding when appointed that 
they were authorized to study Sullivan County administration 
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and expenditures and make a report to the delegation. 

On October 22nd, 1981 we made our preliminary report. At 
that time we advised you of the new up-to-date book-keeping 
system that had been installed by the commissioners. This new 
system will enable closer supervision of county expenditures. We 
had no authority or money to make any further investigations. 

The delay in the complete operation of the new system before 
Dec. Ist, 1981 was due to the lack of cooperation by the former 
overseer of the poor of Claremont, but it is now in full operation. 
The public can examine these records at any time and the com- 
mittee hope that this will be done. 

The following extract recently taken from the records in the 
commissioners’ office may be interesting :—

We have a very favorable report from the overseer of the poor 
of Newport. He had his doubts, at first, about the new system. 
We understand, now that he has had an opportunity to see how it 
works, he is very enthusiastic about it. He now has a record in 
his possession of all the applications. This record gives him a 
complete history of all the cases. ; 

The commissioners report that they have now on file about 117 
cases in Claremont. You will see by Mr. Drayton’s report there 
were 220 cases reported for the period investigated. We have 
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very good reason to think that the new system will cut down the 
number of cases materially. 

We herewith submit the auditor’s report. We think after you 
have heard this report it will not be necessary for us to make any 
further remarks about it, as it is very complete. We think the 
money expended in having this survey made was money well spent. 

Mr. Drayton’s report has been carefully studied by the county 
solicitor and he has taken it up with the attorney general of the 
statc. The attorney general has already sent auditors to make 
further investigation of the former overseer of the poor of Clare- 
mont’s records. 

We wish to thank the commissioners and county solicitor for 
their suggestions and splendid assistance. Also wish to thank Mr. 
Drayton for his cooperation and excellent work and very complete 
report. 

The investigation made by your committee has brought to 
light some conditions which needed correction as shown in Mr. 
Drayton’s report. The installation of more business-like methods 
in caring for the county dependents is one of the results. Other 
matters are eing looked after by the proper authorities. As 
cited in sat Gate report, the commissioners have put in 
operation the recommendations made to them.

I beg herewith to submit my report as County Solicitor. 

From the first of the year to date I have been engaged quite 
continuously in the prosecuting of liquor cases and minor 
offenses, within their jurisdiction, in the Municipal Courts 
throughout the County. 

At the February term 1931, of the Superior Court there were 
about the usual number of indictments, and the respondents in 
nearly all the cases plead guilty and were sentenced. 

The case of the most importance, for which an indictment 
was returned at the February term 1931, and which was subse- 
quently tried in May, 1931, was the case of State vs. Elmer 
Bates. Bates was charged with robbery and upon trial was con- 
victed-and sentenced to not less than 15 nor more than 18 years 
at hard labor, at the State Prison, Concord, N. H.

REPORT OF COMMISSIONER TO PERFORM THE DUTIES 
OF THE COUNTY SOLICITOR FROM 
JULY 1 TO OCTOBER 2, 1931 


To the Commissioners of Sullivan County: 

My term of office lasted as above indicated and included 
acting as solicitor for the criminal cases at the September, 1931 
term of the Superior Court. At that term the grand jury returned 
indictments against fourteen respondents. 

One of these indictments charging reckless driving of an 
automobile resulting in the death of a small child was tried by 
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jury and the respondent was acquitted. Another defendant 
pleaded guilty to the same charge and was given a house of 
correction sentence. 

Three respondents received sentences at the house of correction 
for breaking and entering; two others were sent to the same 
institution for larceny of hens; and another went there for the 
larceny of an automobile. The two accomplices of the last men- 
tioned party were prosecuted in the State of Maine for another 
-offence. 

On a charge of robbery one party was sent to State’s prison 
for a term of five to six years. A larceny case was nol prossed on 
restitution being made;, and a perjury case was disposed of with 
a fine. 

Another larceny case I was obliged to continue because of the 
fact that the term came to an end without opportunity for all 
cases to be heard.

My report to you at this time must necessarily be brief in 
view of the fact that I only assumed my duties on October 1, 1931. 

I have, as yet, had no cases in the Superior Court. 

In the Municipal Courts of the county, I have had twenty 
cases involving violation of the liquor law. 

Sixteen of these cases were disposed of by pleas of guilty. 

There were four respondents who were tried and convicted. 

There were no acquittals. 

There are two appealed liquor cases to be disposed of. 

There has been prosecution of two respondents on the charge 
of lascivious conduct. They were found guilty and paid fines. 
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Respondents bound over for appearance at the February Term 
of the Supérior Court include two charged with assault and 
robbery; four charged with breaking and entering; one charged 
with forgery; and another respondent charged with numerous 
offences, including embezzlement, forgery, obtaining money under 
false pretenses. 

Just how many rspondents will be tried cannot be determined 
until they have been arraigned. 

Your solicitor has entered a case for the county against the 
Town of Lempster, over a matter involving the Old Age Pension 
Law recently passed. This should be very interesting from a 
legal and practical standpoint. 

It has been very gratifying to find the cooperation that exists 
among the various county officials.

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PHYSICIAN’S REPORT 


To the Commissioners of Sullivan County: 
Gentlemen: 


The work of the attending physician to the Sullivan County 
Home was greatly increased during the past year. More persons 
acutely sick were admitted to the Home. There were more child- 
ren at the Home requiring vaccination, diphtheria immunization 
and minor surgical operations. More prisoners in the jail and 
workhouse required medical treatment. Three persons have been 
under quarantine and treatment for syphilis. Nine women have 
been attended in childbirth. Six of these women were County 
charges; and three were women who availed themselves of the 
facilities of the Home in preference to being cared for in their 
own homes. 

There were seventeen deaths and with the exception of two 
stillborn children were of people over fifty years of age and were 
due to chronic diseases.
